8. Motion to amend that the rental increase application panel shall 
consist of members of the Housing Commission appointed by the 
City Council and Mayor. The panel shall consist of at least two 
renters and two apartment owners.

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Last week, the Court issued an order (see attachment) rejecting a request from the Water 
Boards for leave from the court rules to file a request for a statement of decision, and setting a 
hearing on the Water Board’s Objections to the City of Duarte’s Proposed Judgment for June 
17, 2019. This Order includes a timeline of activity since the Tentative Decision in Duarte 
and Gardena’s favor was issued in December 2018. 

Eighteen cities to date have filed Joinders in support of Duarte’s position. There still is time 
for your city to file a Joinder in support of Duarte’s position, preferably by no later than June 
12 th and in advance of the June 17 th hearing. 

Duarte has spent in excess of three quarters of a million dollars litigating the 2012 stonnwater 
pennit against the State and Regional Water Quality Control Boards. 

In April, Duarte (and Gardena) received a final ruling from the Court with two key findings: 

1. First, Numeric Effluent Limitations (NELs) are not required to be included in 
municipal stormwater permits under the CWA (Clean Water Act) and thus, their 
inclusion in the 2012 Permit was a decision by the Water Boards to include a set of 
Permit terms that are “more stringent” than what was required under the 
CWA. According to the Court, “while industrial discharges are required to meet 
numeric effluent limitations, municipal discharges are not.” 

2. Second, the Court found that the Water Boards had failed to comply with the CWC 
(California Water Code) section 13241 in adopting the NEL requirements. CWC Section 
13241 required the Board to consider “economic considerations,” among other 
factors, when adopting a permit. The Court found the Water Boards did not comply 
with the economic considerations requirement when they adopted the 2012 Permit: 

“This Court finds that a consideration of economics of the 2001 Permit does not amount 
to economic considerations of the 2012 Permit, particularly, as Respondents 
acknowledge that compliance with the 2012 Permit will entail costs “above and beyond” 
those resulting from the prior permit.” 

The Court asked Duarte and Gardena to submit their proposed judgments to the Court for its 
consideration, which both have done. However, Duarte and Gardena are now taking different 
approaches on the proposed judgment for the case. Unlike Gardena, Duarte does not seek to 
void the entire 2012 pennit but only the specific sections related to the NELs. Joinders to 
date in support of Duarte's position have been submitted by the following 18 cities: Arcadia; 
Carson; Claremont; Cudahy; El Monte; La Mirada; Lakewood; Rancho Pales Verdes; San 
Dimas; San Fernando; Santa Fe Springs; Santa Monica; Sierra Madre; Signal Hill; South El 
Monte; South Gate; South Pasadena; and West Covina. 

Simply put, with Duarte’s proposed judgment, with the exception of the NEL-related Permit 
tenns, the current Pennit would remain in effect and the permittees could continue 
implementing their EWMP/WMP programs, or portions thereof, if they so choose, but would 
not be in violation of the Permit or subject to a Water Board notice of violation or a lawsuit 
from an environmental organization if they do not meet an NEL. 

The City of Gardena’s proposed judgment, on the other hand, seeks to set aside the entire 
Pennit, meaning that the permittees could not otherwise rely on those portions of the Pennit 
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that would survive if Duarte’s judgment and writ were granted, such as the EWMP and WMP 
provisions in the Permit. 

The Water Boards have also submitted a proposed judgment and have asked that the Court 
invalidate the entire Permit, including the EWMP/WMP provisions, but are seeking a stay of 
the effectiveness of the Court’s judgement pending any appeal. If the Court were to grant the 
Water Board’s proposed relief it would essentially mean that the Permit would remain as it is 
now during any appeal, including the NEL requirements. Supporting documents are available

The Water Boards are under legal pressure by third parties to enforce water permit 
violations. If NELs remain in the LA County Permit and are not met, third party litigation 
against cities is almost certain.

Inglewood Files Motion Detailing Covert Campaign 
By MSG to Block Clippers Arena 


Accuses The Forum and Farr FirmFatham <& Watkins , of Using 
Fake Grassroots Group, Special-Interest Funding 


LOS ANGELES (May 14, 2019) - The City of Inglewood filed a motion in Los Angeles Superior Court late Monday 
asking for the right to discovery from MSG Forum’s law firm, which it describes as the “quarterback” of a covert 
campaign aimed at defeating the proposed 18,500-seat Los Angeles Clippers Arena. 

The motion asks Superior Court Judge Hon. Craig D. Karlan to reverse a recent referee’s recommendation blocking 
discovery of communications between third parties and Latham & Watkins, which has been “waging a shadowy, stop- 
at-nothing campaign” similar to one used by MSG to turn public sentiment against a proposed football stadium in 
Manhattan 15 years ago. 

“MSG Fomm used misinformation and smear tactics to turn New York voters against a proposed stadium in 
Manhattan, which then-Mayor Michael Bloomberg was backing as a permanent home for the New York Jets,” said 
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Skip Miller, partner of Miller Barondess LLP in Los Angeles, which is representing the City of Inglewood in the 
Clippers Arena matter. 

"Now MSG is using the same playbook to try to kill another rival arena,” said Miller. 

“And it is orchestrating its covert game plan through Latham & Watkins, which has set up fake community groups 
and propped up opponents that are not protected by attorney-client privilege. Our request for discovery will expose 
MSG’s scheme for what it is - a blatant attempt to kill a potential competitor through a covert campaign of dirty 
tricks.” 

The City’s motion unveils a number of fronts for MSG’s covert campaign. They include: 

• Bankrolling a fictitious “grassroots” organization called “Inglewood Residents Against Takings and Evictions” 
(“IRATE”), then using it as a front for a lawsuit challenging the Clippers arena. In 2018, IRATE and MSG 
filed nearly identical lawsuits with consecutive case numbers minutes apart on the same day. 

• Providing masked donations to Uplift Inglewood Coalition, a “citizens group” that also has brought a 
dubious legal action against the project. Rather than make the donations directly, MSG has admitted using 
the California Community Foundation as an intermediary, presumably with the intent of concealing the tme 
source of funding for the lawsuit. 

• Recruiting Marc Little, a non-resident, to mn against Mayor James T. Butts, and then infusing the Little 
campaign with more than $1 million — more than five times the amount usually spent on the mayoral race, 
and not one penny from a single supporter in Inglewood. MSG contributed more than $600,000 and six 
Latham attorneys kicked in another $16,300. Despite being heavily out-financed. Mayor Butts cruised to re- 
election with 65% of the vote. Little finished second, capturing only 18% of the vote. 

• Suing and seeking millions of dollars in damages from Mayor Butts personally despite the fact that his 
actions were part of his duties as a public official and totally for the benefit of Inglewood residents. 

• Hiring a public relations firm, Sugerman Communications Group of Los Angeles, to dmm up negative 
stories about the Mayor. The head of that firm, Steve Sugerman, is a convicted felon who pleaded guilty in 
2005 to defrauding the City of Los Angeles for submitting $120,000 in phony billings while working at 
another firm. 

The motion filed Monday follows a May 3 ruling by Richard Chernick, Vice President and Managing Director of 
JAMS’ Arbitration Practice, who was hired as a referee by both sides in the dispute to determine a number of discovery 
issues. 


Chernick denied the discovery of Latham’s communication with IRATE, Uplift, Little and other third parties, even 
though he acknowledged the City’s request for the information was for relevant evidence based on a legitimate need 
to determine “MSG’s credibility and motivations.” 


The parties agreed to a 10-day period to appeal Chernick’s decisions, paving the way for the City’s filing on Monday 
based on evidence of an all-out legal, political and PR war against a proposed rival venue based on covert methods 
and ulterior motives, just like the Jets stadium.

Death, despair take back the street 

After respite, Hussle’s killing marks return to a norm in South L.A. 

By Nicole Santa Cruz and Cindy Chang 

As storm after storm dumped rain on Los Angeles, the streets grew quiet. 

Like most everyone else, criminals retreated indoors. 

This spring, with the end of the plentiful rains, violence bloomed along with the wildflowers. 

The famed rapper Nipsey Hussle was just one of many casualties as Angelenos emerged into the sunshine and 
scores were finally settled. 

Compared with the calm at the beginning of the year, the recent rise in homicides and shootings was more of a 
return to an unfortunate nonn than anything out of the ordinary — a steady drumbeat of death and injury 
primarily afflicting black and Latino men in the poorest parts of the city. 

Hussle’s fatal shooting brought profound grief, along with a sense of hopelessness. A hero of South L.A. — 
who rebounded from his early years as a member of a notorious street gang and used his fame and fortune to 
help young people — he, too, had been gunned down. 

But as people regrouped, they were detennined to push ahead, to make headway against a curse that had 
claimed so many lives. The key, many said, was the area’s youths and how to teach them to resolve disputes 
with words, not guns. 

“What they’re emulating is, ‘How do I settle this conflict I have,’ and when you see the outcome of how they’re 
settling their conflicts, it’s by killing somebody,” said Kevin “Twin” Orange, who works to prevent gang 
violence in South L.A. “We’ve got to change the narrative. We’re 50 years behind with this violence and 
dealing with trauma and conflicts in our community.” 

In the week leading up to Hussle’s death, 11 people were murdered in Los Angeles — more than double last 
year’s weekly average. 

About half the killings occurred in South L.A. All the victims were black or Latino. 

They included a 38-year-old woman whose body was found in a Leimert Park alley and two brothers shot dead 
in San Pedro while walking to a liquor store. 

On the last day of the month, a 31-year-old homeless man was fatally stabbed in a fight near the railroad tracks 
at West Imperial Highway. 

Hours later, about 3:20 p.m., Hussle was standing outside his clothing store in Hyde Park when a man fatally 
shot him and wounded two others in what detectives believe was a personal dispute. 

Eric Holder, 29, was charged last Thursday with Hussle’s murder and the attempted murders of the two other 
men. He was an aspiring rapper and had ties to the Rollin’ 60s Crips, as did Hussle, whose legal name was 
Ermias Asghedom. 
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Nonfatal shootings, too, increased in March, particularly in the Los Angeles Police Department’s 77th Street 
Division. 

In that part of South L.A., shooting victims tripled to an average of nearly 15 a week in March, compared with 
just fewer than five a week earlier in the year. 

Some of the gun violence can be traced to gang feuds. But, as in Hussle’s case, much of it stemmed from 
disagreements between friends or acquaintances. 

Police initially suspected that the fatal shooting of 40-year-old Shaun Stevenson near the Nickerson Gardens 
public housing development on March 28 was a gang-related retaliation for the killing of a man at Jordan 
Downs the previous day. 

It quickly became clear that Stevenson, a father of three, was likely targeted because of a dispute involving an 
ex-girlfriend, said LAPD Deputy Chief Dennis Kato, who heads South Bureau. 

“We’re not seeing the ‘I hate you because you’re a Crip’ kind of shooting,” Kato said. 

At the end of February, homicides were down 30% and gang-related crime was down 52% citywide compared 
with the same time last year, which ended with homicides at near-record lows. 

But those familiar with the patterns of violence in the city knew the respite was probably temporary. 

Ben “Taco” Owens, a gang interventionist, said he told people to “brace yourself’ for the end of the rainy 
season. 

The wet weather kept shooters indoors as well as the victims they wanted to target, Owens said. It is difficult to 
spray-paint gang graffiti, which can spark conflicts, in the rain. 

“When the graffiti goes up, the bodies go down,” Owens said. 

In response to increases in violence, the LAPD deploys officers in areas where they might act as a deterrent. 

The department works with gang interventionists such as Owens and Orange to mediate feuds and tamp down 
possible retaliation, also attempting to rally community members with peace vigils and other public events, 
Kato said. 

But with the downsizing of the LAPD’s elite Metropolitan Division and a directive from Mayor Eric Garcetti to 
cut back on vehicle stops after criticism that Metro pulls over a disproportionate number of black drivers, Kato 
said there are fewer resources to send to crime hot spots. 

The recent crime trends are especially worrying as summer approaches. In past years, hot weather and school 
vacations have sometimes combusted into violence. 

“If this is where I’m at right now, and we can’t stem it, we’re in for a not very good summer,” Kato said. 

Hussle himself was an advocate for young people in South L.A., purchasing small businesses to provide jobs 
and promoting creative ideas about entrepreneurship as an alternative path to gangs. 

At a news conference with city officials two days after Hussle’s death, Los Angeles County Supervisor Mark 
Ridley-Thomas called the uptick in violence “intolerable.” 

“We have to be vigilant in our pushback and imaginative,” both through traditional police techniques and 
community involvement, he said. 

At a meeting last week of Cease Fire, a group dedicated to reducing violence in L.A., Jaime “RareBreed” 
Gregory said his phone had been ringing off the hook about Hussle’s death. 

Gregory, a gang interventionist and Cease Fire board member, said he hoped the high-profile tragedy would 
serve as an inspiration to stop the shootings that go unnoticed by the rest of the world but cause lasting damage 
to the victims’ loved ones. 

“We’ve got to leave here and really marinate on solutions, like what are we going to do when we get up from 
this table after tonight?” he said. “What’s the next level of losing sleep? We’re going to have to lose sleep over 
this.” 

Kathy Wooten, who lost two sons to gun violence in 2008, said she was shaken not only by Hussle’s death but 
also by the recent shooting death of a close friend’s son. 

Like many in the room, she has spent years trying to steer young people away from gangs and violence. 

Yet she wondered if that hard work has been in vain. 

“I feel hopeless at this point. I came here tonight for a recharge,” she said. “With everything everyone is doing 
in the community, people are still dying.” 
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Elsewhere, families were just starting to grieve loved ones. 

Michael Stevenson, the father of Shaun Stevenson, was working in his yard in Watts the morning of March 28 
when he heard popping noises. 

He rushed to his son’s car and found him slumped in the driver’s seat with a gunshot wound to his forehead. 
Stevenson confirmed the LAPD’s account that the killing was probably motivated by a “love triangle” rather 
than gang violence. 

The younger Stevenson was a devoted father who had been working temporary jobs and was trying to find 
steady work to support his children. He lived with his mother but often spent time at his father’s house. 

“This guy meant to do what he did to my son,” Michael Stevenson said. 

In San Pedro that night, Cheryl Montes was hit with a double tragedy. 

Her sons Jason Montes, 24, and Justin Montes, 25, were killed Thursday night when someone got out of a 
vehicle and shot them. 

They had served their mother Mexican noodle soup that one of them had made, then left on foot, saying they 
would be right back. 

The oldest of six siblings, the brothers had been close since childhood. Both were fathers of young children and 
recently took a family trip to Disneyland together. 

Jason worked at a carwash, and Justin was supposed to start a new job at an Italian restaurant in El Segundo the 
next day. 

“I always tell my kids, all the time ... ‘Be careful,’ ” Montes said. “People are out shooting. ... Something’s 
always happening.”

“Finances: The financial position of the city is robust and is a notable strength when 
compared to its A1 rating. The cash balance as a percent of revenues (41.9%) is stronger than 
the US median. Moreover, the fund balance as a percent of operating revenues (46.4%) far 
surpasses other Moody's-rated cities nationwide and saw an impressive increase from 2011 
to 2014.” 

Note: Our General Fund Reserve balance has increased significantly since this advisory was issued in 2016.

The construction jobs from the Forum, the NFL stadium Development Agreements both have 35% local hire 
goals. Business license applications have increased by 200% over the last 3 years in Inglewood. 

2. Do you expect the rate to continue to decline in the future? 

We project an additional 60% construction jobs and 14,000 permanent jobs when the build out of the Stadium 
District and Clippers arena are complete. We expect the unemployment rate in Inglewood to be one of the 
lowest in the nation. 

3. Comparatively, Inglewood's unemployment rate is still higher than Los Angeles and California overall, can you 
say anything about that? 

Inglewood's rate of unemployment has fallen far more substantially than that of Los Angeles and California over 
the past 7 years.

As 2018 comes to a close, the City of Inglewood had its larger voter turnout in the history of elections. 32003 
residents or 51% of the registered voters voted in this election for perspective 23,355 voters or 44% of 
registered Inglewood voters voted in the 2010 re-election of President Barrack Obama. Although Madison 
Square Gardens and donors associated with the Forum donated over 1 million dollars for the campaign of an 
employee of the largest church in Inglewood, I received 19,817 votes, the most votes for a candidate in Mayoral 
history. 

The voters overwhelmingly decided to stay the course of Inglewood, and build upon these accomplishments: 

In just over 5 years we have: 

1) Decreased the unemployment rate in Inglewood from 17.5% to 4.8%; 

2) increased property values over 125% since 2012 ( giving Inglewood residents the opportunity to build 
generational wealth to pass to their children);
